In chil- 
Gren dying uncer 10 years of age, one-third 
show tuberculosis. The schools are con- 
fronted with the care of sub- normal children.

Austin O'Malley, a traveling saleeman for 
Marshall Field, last night prevented the ex- 
plosion of a bomb” in his residence by 
seizing the explosive, after it had crashed 
through a Mbrary window, and extinguishing 
a burning fuse. Mr. O'Malley lives at 2140 
Bissell street. The Northwestern elevated 
rallroad structure runs along the rear of the 
premises and he belleves the explosive mis- 
siie was hurled from it. . 

The “bomb” consisted of three sticks of 
Hercules powder about eight inches in length, 
wrapped together: The sputtering fuses of 
the explosive were nearly burned down when 
Mr. OMalhley ‘reached it, attracted by the 
sound of shattering window glass. Aside 
from slight burns to his fingers received in 
pinching out the fuses, he was uninjured. 


Case of Mistaken Identity.

The action of the attorney general grew out 
of the efforta of the District of Columbia 
health officials to impose the tuberculin test 
or alternative pasteurization upon the milk 
producers supplying the city of Washington. 


: Bring Charges. 

The dairymen are fighting the move and in 
the course of a hearing before the district 
commissioners charged that the health offi- 
ciale are in league with the “milk trust 
and the manufacturers of pdsteurisation 
machinery. : 

Corbin Thompson of the Dairymen’s asso- 
ciation of Maryland said a $30,000,000 trust, 
officéred by Levi P. Morton, Thomas F. Ryan, 
Anthony Brady, Kuhn, Loeb & Co., and John 
F. Flagler had obtained control of the manu- 
facturing. of pasteurization machines and 
was seeking to force their adoption upon 
dairymen in all large cities. 

Mr. Thonipson alleged this trust had 
brought about the discharge of a former New 
York health commissioner and his replace- 
ment by an official committed to pasteuriza- 
tion. 


Evans Charges Are Cited. 

Charges that were made in a similar vein 
against Health Commissioner Evans of Chi- 
cago while he was conducting his fight for 
pure milk in that city also were cited.

Suecess Is Expected to M‘nimize 
Feeling Against the Al- 
| drich Law.

Washington, D. C., Oct. &.—[Special.j—It 
the adminstration can induce the Canadian 
government to see the advantage of such ac- 
tion, a treaty will be submitted to congress 
at the coming session providing for a sub- 
stantial reduction in tariff rates upon prod- | 
ucts exchanged by the two countries. 

The state department has received formal 
notification that Canada will enter into ne- 
gotiations for a reciprocity agreement, and 
the first etep toward the achievement of this 
purpose will be taken in a few days. 

There was a conference at the White House 
yesterday afternoon between the president, 
Secretary Knox, and Charles M. Pepper, the 
special tariff expert of the state department, 
at which was outlined the policy this govern- 

ment will pursue. 

Broadest Kind of Reciprocity. 

It is the understanding that the broadest 
kind of a reciprocity treaty will be arranged 
if Canada will comply with the wishes of this 
government, and the trade relations of the 
two countries will be placed upon a sound 
basis of mutual advantage which will mean 
much to them commercially and politically. 
Above all, it. is expected. to have a great 
deal to do with minimizing the feeling in the 
states along the northern border against the 
Aurich tariff law. g 

In return for the extension of the minimum 
tariff to Canadian products last March the 
dominion reduced the rates of duty on certain 
products imported from America. For these 
items the rates of the so-called interme- 
diate tariff. which had been restricted to 
the products of a few countries, were made 
general in their application. 

The “intermediate tariff consists of a 
schedule of duties lower than the genera! 
tariff but higher than the preferential rates 
accorded to the united kingcom and. recip- 
rocating British colonies. Until last spring 
these rates had been granted in part to 
France by a treaty between the two coun- 


tries. 
Other Nations Included. 


‘Following the concession to France, like 
treatment was accorded to Argentina, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, Bolivia, Colombia, Denmark, 
Japan, Nofway, Russia, Spain, Sweden, 
Switzerland, and Venezuela. The United 
States naturally suffered from this situation, 
but regained a part of its lost ground by 
the negotiations following the enactment 
of the maximum and minimum feature of 
the Aldrich law. 

Canada then applied the intermediate 
tariff to à number of products, including 
certain dried frutts, nuts, photographs, en- 
gravings, soap, sap powders, perfumery, 
tableware, window glass, watch actions and 
movements, leather, feathers, cottonseed of *

It is eloquent of the tendencies of the 
times that the mere possession of original 
melodic ideas is enough to di ) a com- 
poser. Kaun's utterances are of no compelling 
importance, for all their ! announce- 
iment. But they are earnest, sincere, and fre- 
quently of considerable intrinsic beauty. Par- 
ticularly successful is his introduction, which 
accomplishes the difficult effect of an anticipa- 
tion, with the very simple means of a lengthy 
elaboration of the dominant harmony. The prin- 
cipal movement enters with a graceful, bird like 
figure that is accorded masterly development, a 
development that is remarkable more for its 
logical and pleasing sequence of moods than for 
its mere technical finish. The eloquence of his 
second theme is tracable to its folk song 
origin, for the peculiar emotional flavor of these 
old German melodies has never departed from 
them, and they seem at home in any environ- 


ment. 
— 


The second movement is too long and too 
diffuse. It contains too many ideas that are 
neither effectively contrasted nor closely re- 
lated. Furthermore, it bears no emotional kin- 
ship to the foregoing section of the symphony. 
The same criticism may be applied to the 
scherzo, which is an effective and sprightly 
movement, but without any relation to what has 
gone before. It caught the fancy of the audi- 
ence by its buoyant life and rhythm, and was 
the only section of the work that was warmly 
received. The march like finale is a weak re- 
turn to the field of former successes, a reminis- 
cence of the composer's Festival March and 
Hymn to Liberty that adorned a program of 
the Thomas orchestra thirteen years ago. It in- 
troduces a discordant mood into the already 
confused emotional] values of the symphony and 
sends the hearer away with an impression of 
much artificial excitement and magniloquence. 


a 


Another novelty prefaced the symphony, 
Georg Schumann’s “ Overture to a Drama.” Of 
it one is constrained to speak in less eulogistic 
terms. The program notes state that the com- 
poser has not seen fit to indicate in any way to 
what drama his overture was designed to serve 
as a prologue. Probably he deemed such explana- 
tion unnecessary in view of the fact that “ The 
Mastersingers,“ Tristan,“ and Siegfried are 
so frequently referred to in the score. Schu- 
mann is a successful colorist, a master of the 
orchestra and its many effects. But he has 
neither ideas of his own nor à discernible musi- 
cal personality in this composition. 

However, he is a gifted conversationalist, and 
if he can advance nothing of his own, he can’ 
take the thoughts of other men, and work them. 
ever in a manner most entertaining. That the 
result is inevitably somewhat pla&titudinous does 
not detract from its generally pleasing effect, 
for the hearer is able to become so interested in 
the manner of his address that he forgets to re- 
sent its trite and familiar matter. In other 
words, his array of orchestral effect suffices for 
the moment, and the fact that he is a most in- 
custrious if unconscious plagiarist, even has its 
advantages since he has selected such splendid 
thematic material for revision and discussion. 

On the whole the Schumann overture must be 
classed with the many compositions of the pres- 
ent which contribute to an unfavorable im- 
pression of modern German musical life in the 
creative field. The German composer just now 
seems lost in a maze of orchestral technic. He 
is forever vlaying hide and seek with himself, 
groping eagerly through the complications of his 
cumbersome idiom after the echoes of melody 
that linger from the masterpieces of the past. 

— 


It was with relief that the audience turned to 
the frank melodic simplicitfes of two Bohemian 
masters, Smetana and Dvorak, whose contribu- 
tions comprised the second division of yester- 
day’s program. And it was significant that the 
greater the simplicity the more pleased were the 
listeners. Smetana’s rather obvious and senti- 
mental complaints about the departed grandeur 
of his native land as recorded in his symphonic- 
poem “ Vysehrad” were placidly received. But 
when the orchestra began to sing the graceful, 
rhythmical melodies that he has conceived to 
describe Bohemia’s great river, the Moldau, the 
audience awoke and gave lively evidence of its 
appreciation and approval.

The first museum is housed 
in an old convent; this, in an old private 
dwelling. You feel that neither museum 
enters Into the real life of the city. 


Museums and People Different. 


Museums seem to go their way; the peo- 
ple theirs. The people you see on the street— 
and I have studied them at all angles and all 
hours of the day—do not look like museum 
people. The atmosphere is not of the intel- 
léct. Yet I realize that I have not seen Lem- 
berg at her best. One never does in the 
summer time in European cities. The unli- 
versity professors are all on their vacations;

merchants, all have gone who can get away. 
Perhaps this accounts for the absence of good 
looking women. Even good looking men are 
scarce.

win E. Slogson: his preface Mr. 
Sliosson telle us this work is the 
result of an effort to ‘and out for him- 
self what our leading universities are 
now doing. He does not think much of the 
university catalogues and annual reports, 
giving as a reason: I once bad a share in 
writing them.” In order to make the s- 
quaintance of the fourteen unlversities men- 
tioned in this book and to catch something of 
that most W gr and most intangible 
thing called The college spirit,” be spent 
a week in 8 in each of them, living 
in some club or boarding house, attending. 
classes, and talking with as many of the 
and students as hecould. Headmits 
that such an acquaintance is, of course, su- 
perficial, but he trusts: ‘‘ That there is some 
compensating advantage in the compara- 
tive point of view; that I have been able by 
passing in such quick succession from one 
wniversity to another, with my mind sen- 
sitized by the previous exposure, to discover 
some similarities and contrasts unrealized 
by those who have not had the benefit of such 
an experience.“ 

What Mr. Slosson has to say about the Uni- 
versity of Chicago will probab interest you 
the most. One of his objects in visiting cer- 
tain universities was to point out what new 
things were being undertaken. In some 

he found this difficult, but in the 
case of the University of Chicago the ditti- 
culty was to find space to mention all its de- 
partures from traditionalism. This is due to 
the late President Harper, whom he describes 
as “a big Man who did big things on a big 
scale and made big mistakes, adding: It is 
A point worth noting that his successes were 
where he struck out new paths for himself 
according to the needs of the situation; his 
mistakes, or what I should call such, were 
where he attempted to copy eastern and Eng- 
lish colleges. But all his mistakes were not 
failures, nor all his failures mistakes.” 
Among the most prominent of President 
Harper's innovations he cites the setting of 
the university: free from its confinement 
within four walls, the press, the extension 
work, the correspondence courses, and the 
affiliated colleges.

R. R. McCormick. president of the 80 
itary district. display ed before the 3 
of the Twenty-fifth ward last night the ob- 
stacles which are hindering the development 
of a deep Waterway and water power from 
Chicago to the Mississippi! river. He did not. 
of course, produce the obstacle before the 
eyes of his audience at Lake View lal, 0145 
Clark street, but he did make it plain to 
them that corporate greed has blocked the 
whole proposition. 

“ The people of Iinois are being buncoed 
out of millions of dollars of revenue. which 
might be turned to thetr advantage and the 
reduction of taxes, by the greed of certain 
men who want to control the water power for 
their own private gain, jhe said. 

“The waters of the IIlinols river, aiced 
by the flow through the drainage canal,.rep- 
resent an earning power of immense value, 
which is simply going to waste. The deep 
waterway project has been before the voters 
Of iuinois and they have indorsed it, but 
it is being held up, dammed up, 1 might 
say, by certain men of this city, who have 
grabbed off the water power rights and ere 
trying to put the most of this enormous in- 
come into their own pockets. 


Says Bills Were Blocked. 


“Tt is these men who have biocked the 
passage of bills in the legisiature which, if 
enacted into laws, would turn the waters 
into profite for the pedple. and they have 
raired, many falee elarme to befog the is- 
sues.

The current could be sold, 
not only to yleld a large revenue to the state, 
but aleo it would be used for the lighting of 
cities at a far less cost than the private 
corporation is satisfied with.

The first year of the new régime at the 
public library has given ‘gratifying proofs 
of what may be accomplished by making, 
as Tue Tripune said in urging a change 
in policy, a dynamic library system. Some 
20,000 new readers are being served and 
50,000 more books circulated per month. 
The open shelf, a device to bring books 
direct to the inexperienced reader and 
avoid the bewilderment and discourage- 
ment of catalogue searching, has proved 
an excellent feature. Branch libraries are 
being increased, and a new spirit prevails 
throughout the service. 

Thus our library is no longer to be a 
mere inert repository for books, but an 
active educational influence ‘which goes 
out to meet the reader half way. 

This change is the direct result of the 
efforts of Chicago women, whose first at- 
tempt was the organizafion and private 
endowment of the story hour feature. 
Thereafter the enlightened interest thus 
manifested was extended to a quiet and

In the appii- 
cation or interpretation of our organic law, 
the great body of principle and precedent 
known as our constitutional law, if not in 
the adjudication of the narrower questions 
to be brought before the Commerce court, 
this question of democratic sympathy 
and practical understanding is important 
if not paramount. To yield to public 
clamor or temporary stress is one thing— 
of which none of these men would he 
guilty. To be in touch with and to in- 
terpret the profound purposes and ideals 
of a nation, instead of opposing them or 
grudging them, is quite another. 

In a period of new conceptions and new 
facts of social and economic relations it 
is of the utmost importance that the view- 
point and spirit of our highest courts shall 
be in conformity to the conscience and 
will of the people.

“King Ch Charles and his people are entirely 
at variance on the subject of Roumania's 
recently concluded alliance with Turkey, 
which he has contracted in deference to the 
wishes of the German and Austrian govern- 
ments. 

Belonging to the so-called orthodox rite, 
or Greek church, their sympathies would be 
with their co-religtonists in Servia, Bulgaria, 
Montenegro, Greece, and Russia, rather than 
with the Turks in any renewal of the conflict 
between the crescent and the cross; while in 
the event of the triple alliance embarking 
upon a war with the Franco- Russian coali- 
tion the Roumanians certainly would throw 
in their lot with the czar rather than with 
Francis Joseph's dual empire, which they 
hate, by reason of the harsh treatment of 
the Roumanians in Transylvania, who have 
remained subject to Magyar rule. 

If the Roumanians have permitted King 
Charies to enter into compacts with Turkey 
and with the triple alliance, providing for 
United action in the event of war, it is be- 

they are aware he is in such an ex- 
nely frail condition of health that his 
cannot possibly be prolonged for more

all that he has done for the develop- 
mem and prosperity of the kingdom since he 
came to Roumania nearly fifty years ago,

Indeed, it is considerations of gratitude and 
sympathy alone tnt prevent his people from 
denouncing at present the understanding 
which he has established with Turkey and 
the triple alliance. 


Charles’ Heges will pa no such compunc- 
tions towards his successor, Crown Prince 
Ferdinand, and when the latter’s uncle dies 
he will be confronted by the alternative of 
having to waive his righte to the throne in 
favor of his eldest son, Prince Charles, or 


Rl else will be obliged to undertake to con- 


duct the foreign relations of the country 
in accordance with the will and the interests 
of his people, rather than in accordance with 
the views of his Hohensollern relatives at 
Berlin, 

The only fault that the Roumanlans have 
had to find with their sovereign is that, al- 
though he has been near half a century ip 
Roumania, he h always remained a 
Hohenzollern, and hey can never forget 
that in 1870, four years after his accession, 
he telegraphed to old King William of Prus- 
sia: Although I am now Prince of. Rou- 
mania, I remain, and shall always remain, a 
Hohenzollern.’’ 

It is only in the event of war in the south- 
east of Europe while King Charles remains 
alive that his people will break with him in 
the matter of foreign policy. He stands com- 
mitted to invade Bugaria the moment that 
the latter’s army crosses the Turkish frontier 
into Macedonia. But when he gives the order 
to his army to march, it is extremely doubtful 
whether his commands will be obeyed. Sooner 
than comply with his directiofis in the mat- 
ter, his troops and his people would part 
company with him. And that is why it would 
be unwise to attach too great an importance 
to his affiliations with the sublime porte 
and with the triple alliance.

Baron Rosen’s many friends here in Amer- 
ica will be glad to hear that there is a pros- 
pect of his remaining at Washington for 
some time longer as representative of the 
ezar. For the expectations that he would 
be transferred to Vienna have not material- 
ized, and it is Nicholas von Giers, hitherto 
minister at Brussels, who has just been 
gazetted to succeed Prince L. Urusseff as 
ambassador in the Austrian capital.

Nicholas von Giers is he eldest gon of the 
late Nicholas von Giers, who was for so many 
years the forelgn minister of Alexander III., 
succeeding Prince Gortchakoff in that post, 


and who was the son of a member of the 


petty Swedish nobility who had settled in 
Finland, where he had married a Russian. 
The foreign minister ld been brought up 
by his mother as a member of her church, 
that is to say, the orthodox rite, instead of 
in that of his father, who was a Lutheran, 
and his sons in turn also belong to the state 
church of Russia. 

Nicholas von Giers, the new ambassador 
at Vienna, is 56 years of age, and has been 
in turn stationed at Berne, Berlin, and Paris 
as secretary. From the French capital, 
where he spent no less than fifteen years, and 
where he was regarded as one of the principal 
factors in bringing about the Franco-Russian 
alliance, he was promoted some five or six 
years ago to the post of minister at Brussels. 
He is married to a relative of his predecessor 
at Vienne—namely: to a Princess Urussoff. 
His younger brother, Michael, who spent 
some time at Peking and at Tokio, is now 


‘minister at Bucharest. 


The appointment of De Giers recalls the 
remark made by Alexander II. concerning his 
father—namely: that it was upon men of his 
class that he could depend most for absolute 
loyalty ahd dévotion, since being objects of 
suspicion to the nation by reason of their 
foreign origin and name they were practically 
bound hand and foot to the cause of their 
sovereign.

Unusual pomp and ceremony characterized 
the state visit of the new king and queen of 
Belgium to Vienna, that has just taken place. 
For it signalized the end of the long and 
bitter feud that may be said to have existed 
betwen, the courts of Belgium and of Aus- 
tria, since a couple of years after the mar- 
riage of the ill fated Crown Prince Rudolf 
to Princess Stephanie. 

Moreover, the young queen &lways has 
been a favorite niece of the old emperor, as 
she was of the late empress. Indeed, she was 

@ godchild of the latter, her other god- 
27 being Archduchess Valerie, the 
‘youngest daughter of the empress. 

As a child and as a young girl, the queen 
spent much of her time at Vienna with her 
Austrian relatives, and it was there that she 
firsy met her husband, King Albert, on the 
occasion of the funeral of the empress. Her 
welcome, thérefore, at the Austrian court 
was particularly cordial and warm; and rare- 
ly has the visit of foreigm rulers passed off 
so successfully in every respect as that of 
the king and queen, 

The feud between the courts of Brussels 
and Vienna throughout the reign of Leopold 
II., originated with that monarch’s conduct 
in conhection with the dowry of his Austrian 
wife and with the administration of the 
fortume of his demented sister, Empress 
Charlotte, who became through her marriage 
an Austrian archduchess; and was further 
embittered by his behavior in all the vari- 
ous ¢ircumstances of the marriage of his 
daughter to Crown Prince Rudolf. Indeed, 
it is no exaggeration to state that he had 
during the closing years of his life become 
an object of particular abhprrence to Em- 
peror Francis Joseph. 

The reconciliation between the two ort 
will have n bearing on the financial affairs 
of the Empress Charlotte, both during the 
remainder of her life and at her death, Her 
fortune should be enormous, as she was the 
principal heiress of her colossally rich father, 
Leopold I. of Belgium, besides being the only 
‘hetress of her husband, Emperor Maximilian 
of Mexico. But up to the time of the death 
oP her brother, Leopold II., it had been found 
absolutely impossible by the Austrian court 
to Obtain the slightest information ag to her 
financial affairs, over which he claimed ex- 
clusive control.
